Exporting your database to put it into Appendix G. 

Ordinary directions for PC users: 

Open your database. 

Click on File, then from the ensuing menu, click on Export. 

A window will come up. Where it says "file name", Name your file "dean". Make a note of whatever directory 

is in the box that shows your current directory. 

Click "save". 

Open your IOP and go to Appendix G., and put your click your cursor underneath the heading. 

Using Word, go to the directory you noted when exporting your records, and look for dean.dmp. Open that file 

with word. 

Copy everything in dean.dmp into your appendix G. 



Help for the Macintosh users: 

Open your database. 
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Click on File (below), then from the ensuing menu, click on Export. 
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A window will come up. 
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Where it says "file name" , Name your file "dean" . Make a note of whatever directory is in the box that shows your 
current directory.

Now here I will go to "Start" and . . . ooops! I cannot open the file "dean.dmp" 
finagling — here is what to do. Fortunately from the hierarchy snapshot above- 
instructions — you know where your file is located. 



Do not despair — after some 
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Go to your browser on the PC side, attach the file and email it to yourself. When I tried to upload the file this is what 
I saw (below). You can see "dean.dmp" near the top of the left half of the screen (below). 
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I clicked Open (above).

You can see "C:\Program Files\Inmagic\DBTextWorks\dean.dmp" in the lower half of the snapshot (below). 
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So now email this to yourself. I have opened my email (below). You can do open your email on the PC side or the 
Mac side. 
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Above you can see the file "dean.dmp" and the three options, Open as a Google document, View, and Download. I 
was not able to open it as a Google document on either the PC- or Mac side. But I believe you will be able to View 
and Download from either side. May I suggest the Mac side. From this point on you simply copy and paste into your 
Appendix G. 

I hope this has helped the Macintosh users. If PC users benefited that is fine too. 
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
